REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER

I. Applicant argues that McCanne does not teach "usage rule" conditions as recited in Claim 30 

Examiner's Response: 

McCanne teaches monitoring of server capacity, one of many parameters, in determining server health TMcCanne: Col. 12 /lines 10-131 

II. Applicant argues that McCanne does not teach the maximum use condition, as determining availability status and limiting by 

checking against a threshold are different conditions. Moreover. Applicant argues that a node can be overloaded or unavailable 
for a number of reasons. 



Examiner's Response: 

The claim limitation is not as explicit in language as checking against a threshold condition. McCanne teaches monitoring server 

capacity for load balancing purposes [McCanne: Col. 12 / lines 7-151. Nothing in McCanne reference excludes the possibility of 
having a dedicated server and monitoring of its server capacity, which would teach the claim limitation. Moreover, the example 
scenarios cited by Applicant may apply to unavaialbility of a node but do not apply to the case of an overloaded node 

III. Applicant argues that McCanne does not teach functional equivalent of a time out condition, as McCanne teaches periodic 
availability as compared to time gap recited in Claim 30. Moreover, time start and stop conditions are different between 
McCanne and the pending claim 
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
